The primary reason for
the creation of such personal trust com-
panies {a that & practically perpetual eor-
poration ia created to fulfill the provisions
of the trust, which may have a life ex-
tending over many generutions

brosdensd In s work. An Incressing
number of large ostates belng trans-
ferred to the custody of trust companies
because of the general apprecistion of the
many advantages which corporate trustee-
ships offer. The courts presenl so many
glaring Instances of betrayal of trusis
by individuals that thers 18 no other
alternative left to the consclentious man
of affalre who wishes [0 make proper
provision for those dependent upon him
ih the event of his death.
